General Conditions 

Students living in Residence Halls are expected 
to conform to standards of conduct which are 
consistent with the educational objectives and 
priorities of Dodge City Community College 
and the College Handbook. Respect and 
consideration for the rights of others and their 
needs for study time and rest must recelve 
priority over other needs. Each student 15 
expected to respond appropriately to requests 
from staff and fellow students concerning 
behavior which does not honor this priority. 
Housing Deposit / Activity Fee 

A $100 deposit must accompany the 
application for student housing. This deposit !s 
used: ; 

1) To reserve a room prior to student’s arrival. 
2) For any charges relating to loss and/or 
damage to college property. When a student 
leaves the Residence Hall, the deposit will be 
refunded, less $10 for the activity fee. 

3) For outstanding balances for room and 
board, student fees or other delinquent college 
obligations. 

Eligibility ; 
When residence halls are at maximum capacity, 
preference is given to persons who are: 
Registered, full-time (12 credit hours), fee- 
paying students. 

Period of Contract 

A student contracts to live in a DCCC 
Residence Hall for the full academic year: 
Contractual period begins when DCCC 
receives a completed housing contract and ends 
as stated in the contract. All academic yeat 
contracts automatically expire on the final day 
of spring semester exams. Housing for the 
summer or the following year requires 
completion of a new contract.

. Upon availability, a room will be reserved until 


noon Wednesday of the first week of class. All 

room reservations unclaimed by noon 

Wednesday of the first week of classes each 

semester will be canceled and the $100 housing 

deposit forfeited unless the holder of the 

reservation notifies the Department of 
Residence Life that they will be late in arriving. 

Students failing to check-in by this deadline 

may be reassigned to an available space at that 

time. 

Cancellation of Contract - Before Moving In 

A full refund of $100 will be granted if written 
notice of cancellation is mailed to the 
Department of Residence Life postmarked by 
July 1 for contracts beginning Fall Semester 
and December 15 for contracts beginning 
Spring Semester. 

A $50 refund will be granted if written notice 
of cancellation is postmarked and mailed to the 
Department of Residence Life by July 15 for 
contracts beginning Fall Semester and 
December 31 for contracts beginning Spring 
Semester. 

The $100 deposit will be forfeited by any 
applicant who has been assigned a room and 
cancels after July 15 (Fall Semester) or 
December 31 (Spring Semester). 

Refunds will be paid 4 to 6 weeks after written 
notification of cancellation is received. 
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Cancellation of Contract - By Resident 
The Contract may be canceled by the student 
for a fee of $500. Room and board charges will 
be pro-rated to the day the student officially 
checks-out (turn in keys and inventoried out by 
a staff member) of the residence hall, then an 
additional $500 fee will be applied. 
A resident may apply to Residence Life for 
consideration of a contract termination if any of 
the following situations arise: (a) Marriage as 
evidenced by an original marriage certificate, 
(b) Substantial, verifiable and unanticipated 
change in circumstances beyond the resident’s 
control which occurred after the contract began, 
(c) Withdrawal from college, or (d) 
Graduating or transferring to another 
stitution. Termination of the contract is not 
guaranteed. If granted, room rent will be pro- 
rated based on the official check-out date. The 
$100 deposit, less the $10 activity fee is 
refundable based on room condition and receipt 
of keys upon formal check-out. Formal check- 
out (turn in keys and inventoried out by a staff 
member) is required in order to be granted the 
full pro-rated refund. Persons who fail to 
properly check-out will be administratively 
checked-out and billed $50, plus the charge 
for lock changes if keys are not returned and 
any other applicable cleaning and damage 
charges. 
Cancellation of Contract - By the College 
This contract may be canceled by the College 
and possession of the space taken by the 
College upon: 
a) student’s failure to make payment 
b) student’s failure to comply with the contract 
terms or with rules and regulations of the 
College, which results in disciplinary action 
by the College 
c) suspension of the student by either academic 
or disciplinary action. 
d) suspension from the cafeteria and/or dining 
areas due to inappropriate behavior. 
Students who are required to leave the 
residence hall due to disciplinary action will be 
obligated for the balance owed on the contract 


for that semester. 


Cancellation of Contract - By the Colic.

. If students are a danger to themselves or to 
others, in the opinion of College officials, due 
to psychological or medical reasons, the 
College reserves the right to immediately 
remove the student from the Residence Halls 
until the situation is assessed. Continuation of 
the Residence Hall contract will be determined 
at a later date. 

Room & Board Charges & Refunds 

The student agrees to pay the College the duly 
prescribed semester charges during the terms of 
the contract at the time scheduled by the 
College. Failure to pay may cause a temporary 
hold to be placed on the student’s meal plan, 
may result in the student’s name being placed 
on the College debt file, which prohibits further 
enrollment and/or issuance of transcripts or 
may cause the student to be withdrawn from the 
College and evicted and/or trespassed from the 
Residence Halls. Meals denied due to non- 
payment are not refundable. 

EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE DESCRIBED IN THIS 
CONTRACT, ROOM AND BOARD CHARGES ARE 
REFUNDABLE ON A PRO-RATED BASIS, BASED ON 
A STUDENT’S OFFICIAL WITHDRAWAL FROM THE 
COLLEGE OR AN ACTION TAKEN BY THE 
COLLEGE OFFICIALS.

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Additional Conditions 

Explosives of any nature are not permitted in 
the Residence Halls. Firearms, ammunition 
and other weapons (or potentially dangerous 
articles) are not permitted in student rooms or 
Residence Halls. 

Students agree to comply with state laws, city 
ordinances and College policies with regard to 
the possession or use of fermented malt 
beverages, intoxicating liquors and illegal drugs 
and/or substances. Students also agree that 
their room shall not be used for any purpose 
contrary to the law. Students who are placed 
under what is commonly referred to as “house 
arrest” or who are assigned electronic 
monitoring devices or are placed under direct 
parole supervision will not be permitted to 
reside in the residence halls. 

The College reserves the right to enter student 
rooms with residence life staff, security or law 
enforcement personnel for the purpose of 
inspecting the premises when an authorized 
agent of the College has reasonable belief, 
including but not limited to the following: (a) 
that an occupant of the room may be physically 
harmed or endangered; (b) that college property 
is being damaged; (c) that maintenance, 
sanitation and/or repair is necessary; (d) that 
college rules are being violated; (e) for periodic 
Toom inspections; (f) that the room is being 
occupied by a non-contracted or unauthorized 
person. This right is exercised with discretion 
and advance notice is given only if deemed 
appropriate by College officials. 

The College reserves the right to conduct room 
searches with a trained, chemical-sensitive 
canine. 

In the event that damage is done to a particular 
floor and the person(s) responsible are not 
identified, the entire floor may be held 
responsible and each individual may be billed 
appropriately.
